The friqury showed that, the Comman- 
der of the submarine from a great distance, 
in the first instance, fired a warning shot 
on the steamer, sighted at. 11:40 o’clock in 
thé forenoon, which-he at first believed to 
be a transport ‘steamer, at the same time 
giving a signal for the vessel to stop. - 
As the steamer failed to stop, and tried 
to escape, :the submarine .gave chase and 
fired sixteen shells at the steamer, of which 
three*were observed to hit. The steamer 
only stopped after the third hit, whereupon 
the Commander ceased firing 


. Already during the flight, it is declared, 
when at full ‘speed, the ‘steamer dropped 
, several boats ‘filled with people, which at 
orice capsized. After the steamer stopped. 
the Commander. of the submarine observed 


that six beats: were fully manned, and they 
Speedily rowed away from the steamer.. 


Approaching nearer, the Commander of 
the submarine saw that-a great panic ‘pre- 
vailed aboard the steamer and that he had 
before him the passenger’ vessel Ancona, 
on account-of which he gave those aboard 
more time than was Dey. to. leave the 
vessel in lifeboats, — 

At least ten. lifeboats were still aboard, 
which would have more’.than sufficed. to 
rescue the persons still’on the vessel, but 
as no-other preparations were made to hoist 
out the boats the Commander decided, after 
the expiration of forty-five minutes, to tor- 
pedo the vessel in such a manner that it - 
ought to remain afloat for a still longer 
time, in order to leave: sufficient oppor- 
tunity for the yard still’ aboard to -be 
rescued. 


Shortly afterward a steamer became 


visible, which steamed-toward the subma- . 


rine. As the Commander of the submarine, 
who. believed. the steamer. to. be an enemy. 


cruiser, had to. reckon with anattackshe-: 


submerged at 12:35, firing a torpedo into 
the foremost cargo hold of the Ancona, 


No more boats aboard the vessel were low-. - 


ered, although ‘persons’ were. still “visible 
aboard. — 

The steamer sank so slowly that the-sub- 
marine Commander at ~ first doubted 
whether the steamer would sink, Only’ at 
1;20. o’clock did it sink, bow first. ‘ 

During these further forty-five minutes 


all'the persons aboard could have easily 


been saved with the available boats. From 
the circumstances that this did not occur, 


‘the ‘Commander concluded that the. crew, 


“contrary to’all the rules of the seas, accom- 


plished. their.own reseue“in the first boats 
‘and left the passengers to themselves. ~ PAS 

~The entire loss of life cannot be attribut- 
gble in the first. instance to ‘the sinking of 
. the vessel, jbut in some degree to the drop- « 
ping of the first boats while the steamer - 
was proceeding at full speed and to the fact 
that the-crew only thought of their own, 


‘safety and did not’ rescue - the passengers 


from the‘capsized boats, thougly also to the 
shells which hit the fleeing vessel. But. the 
death of the persons drowned with the sink-: 
ing vessel must, above all, be ascribed to 
the “‘ culpable behavior ”’ of the crew. 

[The Austrian reply then states 
that the American note in several 
points is based on incorrect. supposi- 
tions, and describes’ as incorrect that 
a shell was at once fired, that the sub- 
Marine, on. pursuit, overtook the 
steamer, that only a-short time was 
allowed for those aboard to enter the 
boats, and, that several shots were fired 
on the steamer even after it had 
stopped.

Wireless Message Biceived at 


Navy Yard Said Master Would 
Not Accept Assistance. 


. There is a disagreement among the of- 
ficers of the Greek .steamship . Thessa- 
loniki, which is drifting helplessly at 
sea, with 800 passengers aboard. This 
was disclosed yesterday when it became 
known that a wircless message had been 
received at the navy yard asking for 
assistance, signed by Chief Officer Or-~- 
loff and three other Geck . officers, 
against the wishes of Captain Goulandis> 
The message was sent by way of Sias- 
conset, and wag received at 12:80 A. M, 
Wednesday, Dec. 29, and: forwarded by 
the operator at the’ mavy-yard to Cap- 
tain Francis M. Dunwoody, in chargé of 
the coastguard service at this port. 
Steamship managers and 
Superintendents in New York who were 
asked last. night for an expression of 
opinion om the action taken by the four 
officers of the Thessaloniki in sending 
the message to the navy yard said that 
they had never heard of a similar case. 
They agreed that. it was an act that 
under some conditions might be insubor=, 
diraiion, or even muting, and that the 
officers of the Greek steamer must have

FINDS FOR OR MRS. KETCHUM. 


Court Says Parts of Separation Suit 
Testimony Were Unfit to be Heard. 


Ada Brown Ketchum has won her suit 
for separation from Everett Phoenix 
Ketchum. Justice . Blanchard of the 
Supreme Court,’ who leaves the bench 


today, having reached the age limit, 
handed down. his. decision. yesterday. 
In it he. referred.to certdin parts of 
the testimony as being unfit for the ear 
and eye of a decent. man, and .roundly 
scored Mr. Ketchum for his acts. 

The Ketchum. case.was described by 
old attachés of the courthouse as the 
worst ever tried there. It contained 
such testimony that Justice Blanchard 
ordered that all persons be excluded ex- 
cept the witnesses, lawyers, and news- 
paner men. One day he said that if he 

ad known what#sort of evidence the 
suit ‘would develop he would have re- 
fused to hear it and.told the lawyers 
that it ought. never to have been brought 
to trial but .should have been settled 
out of court. 

Mr. .Ketchum, who is 39 years old, 
was graduated ‘trom Yale University in 
1898, and was admitted to the bar in 
1900. He has a large private income 
but Justice Blanchard did not fix the 
amount of alimony.

Ohe Quite Ancient Case Among the 
Decisions Rendered. 


After . being, held. on. the suspended 
files of the Bodrd of General Appraisers 
for close to a decade decision was made 
yesterday in a’ protest by  Lauritano 
Brothers of this city. ‘The protest: was 
originally “filed _under the Tariff act 
of 1897, but’ for some reason unex- 
plained was allowed to remain undecided 
for years.. The firm objected to the 
action of the* Collector in assessing the 
coverings of tomatoes and tomato paste 
contained in 675 ‘cases of the goods. It 
was.claimed that free entry should. be 
accorded as coverings for semi-liquids.
